of Conformity; alſo Unions, Diſpenſations, Faculties or Licences of what kind- 


| ſoever; and likewiſe to pay their Procurations, 


The Curates and Lecturers are perſonally to exhibit their Licences _ Admiſſions, 
and alſo their Deacons and Prieſts Orders. : | | 


Sequeſtrators are to exhibit their Letters of Sequeſtration, and School-maſters 


are to exhibit their Licences, and ſuch of them as are not Licenced, are. to come 
in to be J. icenced by the Court, bringing with them a ſufficient Teſtimonial of 


their Abilities, as alſo of their good Life and Converſation, and of their being Mem- 
bers of the Church of England, to be tigned by the Miniſter and Churchwardens. 


The Churchwardens are to give in a Terrier, agreeable to the particular Directions 
given in the next and following Pads of this Book, | 


The Curchwardens are alſo to bring in a Regiſter Bill, fairly written on Parch- 


ment, which is to contain a true and exact Copy of the while of the ſeveral En- 


tries made in the Regiſter Book, of all Baptiſms, Marriages, and Burials, within 


the Pariſh, from March 25, 1793, to March 25, 1794, which Regiſter Bill muſt 


be ſigned by the Miniſter and Churchwardens, before it can be accepted. 2 


The Copy of the Regiſter of Marriage muſt contain the whole and entire Entry, 
including the Names of the Miniſter, the Parties married, and the Witneſſes pre- 


ſent, the ſame as entered and ſubſcribed in the Regiſter Book. 


The Churchwardens are to bring in the Book of Articles, Ld Jin to 


them, with their Anſwers to the ſeveral Queries therein, ſigned by themſelves, and 


are to give in a Paper, containing the Names of the Churchwardens choſen for 


the preſent Year, who are allo to appear and to be ſworn into their Office. 
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| Diredtion to the Rev, the Clergy of tbe Diteeſe of Norwich, and the 
5 Churchwardens of the Same, for making and diſpoſing their T ERRIERS. 


O give Terriers that weight in Evidence which will be of real Uſe in pre- 
venting Diſputes and Litigations, it is earneſtly recommended that the fol- 


lowing Rules be carefully attended to: 


1. Some time before the Vidication; let Notice be given on a Sunday, appointing 


a Veſtry to be held one Day i in the Courſe of the Week. 
Let the Pariſhioners be ſummoned to that Veſtry by the. Toll of the Bell. 


Let there be two Original Flies ily written 'on Parchment with durable 


Ink, containing the ſame Words, and figned by the ſame Perſons. 


Let them be ſigned by the Incumbent himſelf, that is by the Rector, Vicar, or 


Perpetual Curate, (as the Caſe may be) and not by the Sub- Curate; alſo by the 


Church wardens, and as any as may be had of the ſubſtantial Inhabitants of. the 8 
Pariſh, * | 


Let one of theſe Original Inſtruments be delivered to my Regiſter on the vi? 
ſitation Day: Let the other be affixed to the Regiſter Book, or kept with it:

P. S. One Terrier ſo made it may ſeem would be Evidence for ever, with Re- 
ſpect to the Lands; and ſo it would; except that the Deſcriptions of the Abuttals 
will continually vary from the frequent Change of the Perſons who may poſſeſs 
the Lands abutting. It is for this Reaſon, and no other, that new Terriers are 
required to be exhibited at every Viſitation. When one accurate one hath been 
formally made, great Care ſhould be taken to keep the Number of Parcels and 
I " Dimenſions of the Lands the ſams in all future Terriers, only varying the Abut- 
| tals as occaſion may require—Any other Variation will maniſeltly tend to weaken 
£8 the Evidence intended to be given by ſuch Inſtruments.

70th Canon obliges the Miniſter of every Pariſh to make the Entries in 
the Regiſter Book of all Chriſtenings and Burials with his own Hand, in the 
Preſence of the Churchwardens, every Sunday after Morning or Evening Prayer. 


It is of great Conſequerate; towards giving theſe Regiſters weight as Evidence 
in determining the Identity of Perſons, that the Entries thould be made with as 
much Care and Preciſion as Poſſible. 


For this Purpoſe the following FORMS are recommended.
